2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1) The reasons for allowance are implicitly shown throughout the prosecution history. 
Additionally, US patent 5,738,323 discloses a similar sensor mounting structure directed to 
returnable, flexible mounting of a positioning sensor in manufacturing or work-piece 
environments allowing for movement of the positioning sensor out of the way to allow access to 
underlying components or work objects, after which the positioning sensor can be retumed to its 
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original mounting position via the flexible element as specified by its disclosure, which is 
different fi-om and does not sufficiently provide suggestion for the claimed flexible mounting of 
an electric garage door opener sensor of similar mounting structure where inadvertent collisions 
or other physical encounters with the sensor structure would not knock the sensor out of 
alignment that would cause malfimctioning of the sensing operation as recognized by Applicant. 
The claimed invention specifically addresses the problems encountered by the electric garage 
door opener sensor in its environment as recognized by Applicant, and is therefore not taught or 
suggested in the prior art.
